Chattanooga, Tenn, August 21.—Po- 
lice armed with riot guns, and fire- 
men playing heavy streams of water 
on the crowds, quelled rioting which 
broke out in the business district here 
tonight between employees of the Chat- 
tanooga Railway and Light company 
and union labor sympathizers who un- 
dertook to force motormen and conduc- 
tors off the street cars. About 50 ar- 
rests were made. A few windows were 
broken, street car cables cut, but no 
serious personalinjuries were reported. 

At 10 o’clock the police and firemen 
had the situation virtually under con- 
trol. 

The police allege the 17 motormen 
and conductors who were discharged by 
the company ‘six weeks ago, together 
with 50 or more union sympathizers, 
led by an organizer of the Amalgamat- 
ed Association of Street and Electric 
Railway Employees of America, under- 
took to remove operators of street cars 
as they entered the business district. 
Twenty-eight were said to have been 
forced off the cars before the police 
and firemen di'spersed the mobs. Car

Petrograd, August 21.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The Russians have made fur- 
ther advances at some points along the 
Stokhod line, where they broke through 
the Austro-Hungarian defenses last 
week, the war office announced today. 
The capture of more than 1,300 men 
in this region in two days is reported. 

The announcement follows: 

“On the River Stokhod in the region 
of Kovel and Rudka-Chervische, fight- 
ing continues. Our troops made fur- 
ther advances at some points. The to- 
tal of captures in this region on Fri- 
day and Saturday was 16 officers and 
more than 1,350 soldiers. We also took 
one cannon, 18 machine guns, four 
bomb mortars, four search lights and a 
large number of shells, cartridges and 
rifles, In the region of Lubieszow, on 
the Stokhod, a captive balloon was set 
afire by our artillery.”’

OF 20 PRISONERS

El Paso, Texas, August 21.—The story 
of a Villa chief with his own hands 
cutting off the ears of twenty prison- 
ers, who later were shot, is told by a 
rescued prisoner in El Democrata, of 
Chihuahua City, copies of which ar- 
rived here today. The chief who com- 
mitted the atrocity was Baudelio Uribe,

An ordinance by Alderman whee’ WHOM HE THOUGHT 


making it illegal for any person 
have or carry about in the city of At- 
lanta, either on his person or in any 
vehicle under his control, spirituous, 
vinous or malt liquors for the purpose 
of sale, was introduced in council yes- 
terday, placed on its second reading and 
passed. It will now go to the mayor 
for his signature and will then become 
a law. 

The ordinance was drawn following a 
charter amendment passed by the leg- 
islature giving the city the right to 
add an additional offense for a viola- 
tion of the prohibition law. 

Under the new law the offender is 
termed a traveling blind tiger, and as 
such is liable to a fine of $100 or thirty 
days in the stockade.

Although a few of the railroad ex- 
ecutives invited had not arrived this 
afternoon, it was decided that those 
already in Washington were represen- 
tative, and therefore the president 
called them to the white house and 
earnestly urged that his plan of set- 
tlement be ratified. 

“J will not allow passion to come 
into my thoughts in the solemn mat- 
ter,” he said. “We are both acting as 
trustees of great interests. I am will- 
ing to allow this matter to go lo the 
great American jury and let them as- 
sume the responsibility The responst|- 
bility of failure wii! not rest with me. 

“I wish you to consider the conse- 
quences as affecting the pe. ple of the 
cities and country sides of a failure 
to agree. The country cannot live if 
the means of keeping alive its vitality 
are interfered with. The iives and for- 
tunes of 100,000,000 men, women and

The president spoke in more intimate 
fashion than he has in any of the pre- 
Vious conferences.

How S-Hour Sasis Would Work, 


“A simple illustration will suffice to 
show how the eight-hour basis of pay 
would work out. Take, for example, a 
freight employee paid 5 cents a mile 
with a day’s guarantee of $5 for 100 
miles, of ten hours or less. It is pro- 
posed to make this guarantee the same 
for eight hours or less. Ona freight 
run of, say, only 60 miles in ten hours, 
he earns $5 for his time. It is now 

roposed that for this work he be paid 

5 for the first eight hours and $1.25 
for the other two hours, a total of 
$6.25, increasing his pay’25 cent. 

“If, by reason of traffic delays, he is 
held idle on a sidetrack, so that he 
does not complete his trip until the end 
of 12 hours, he now is paid $68.00 for 
his time, no matter how little work he 
performs. The demand is to pay him 
$7.50 for this 12-hour service.

CANDLER SPEAKS 
AT THREE RALLIES 


At Enthusiastic Meetings 
Candidate for Mayor Is 
Pledged Support of Great 
Crowds of Voters. 


“All of this great demonstration, fel- 
low-citizens, means something,” said 
Asa G. Candler, candidate for mayor, 
in an interval between outbursts of 
applause at one of the three ward ral- 
lies. of which he was the central firure 
last night “It means simply that you 
are interested, not in me, but in At- 
lanta.

state and sought as one of the objects 
of the complaint that the rates put into 
effect on January 1, 1916, under which 
the equalization between Atlanta and 
should 
be suspended, the effect of which would 
be to put back into operation the old 
system of rates under which the rates 
to the intermediate towns would be 
higher than to Atlanta. Mr. Callaway 
read extracts from the complaint filed 
by Mr. Wimbish and Mr. Wimbish stat- 
ed the complaint spoke for itself. Mr. 
Wimbish stated that in the Atlanta 
complaint he atsked that the new rates 
to Atlanta and the new basis through- 
out the territory be suspended and that 
the interstate commerce commission 
should enter into an investigation anew 
upon the legality and pro- 
priety of the new adjustment of rates, 

The commission offered to pass upon 
the admissibility of the Gainesville ev- 
idence, but Mr. Callaway agreed to 
withdraw it, with the understanding 
that he would submit it later in admis- 
sible form. 

Rate Buses Today. 

The presentation of proposed cla'ss 
rates and rate bases as they would af- 
fect the several cities of Georgia was 
not reached today as had been expect- 
ed, but will likely be reached Tues- 
day morning, Savannah and Brunswick 


‘being the first cities to be taken up. 


Mr. Clifton, in continuing his testi- 
mony Monday, stated that the carriers 
propose moderate advances in class 
rates for distances of less than 130 
miles, and substantial reductions for 
distances of more than 130 miles. 

He stated that the reason for the 
proposed advance for the shorter dis- 
tances is that the Georgia scale for 
the short distance is too low, and that 
there are certain fixed expenses of op- 
eration for the railroads, such as sta- 
tion and clerical help, which must be 
maintained, no matter what the dis- 
tance of the haul, and further that the 
expense of operating local freights for 
such short hauls is materially higher 
than for through freights. 

Judge Hines Takes Hand. 

J. K. Hines, counsel for the railroad 
commission, asked Mr. Clifton if the 
carriers deemed the rates for distances 
of more than 130 miles were too high, 
and if this were the reason why there 
would be reductions in these rates un- 
der the proposed revision. 

Mr. Clifton replied that the carriers 
did not consider that such rates were 
too high in their power to produce 
revenue for the carriers, but that in 
revising rates to bring them toa parity, 
these rates were regarded as relatively 
high. 

In reply to further f. quiry, Mr. Clif- 
ton stated that it is impossible to say 
what will be the increase tn revenue 
to the Southern railway under the pro- 
posed revision. 

Mr. Clifton declared that the pro- 
posed Georgia class rates, with the ex- 
ception of certain instances to which 
he called attention, are lower than the 
average in neighboring states. 

He further stated that the proposed 
Georgia rates on a large number |. of 
commodities are lower than upon the 
saine commodities in other states. 

Mr. Clifton then stated that the rates 
in other states cannot be taken as a 
guide for fixing rates in Georgia, for 
the reason that the conditions existing 
as well as the conditions under which 
the rates in other states were fixed 
Hle gave a 
brief interview of the history of rates 
and rate revision in Virginia and the 
Carolinas to illustrate his meaning. 

Clifton Cross-Examined. 

Mr. Clifton completed his testimony 
and was cross-examined by Mr. Wim- 
bish at the Monday afternoon session. 

When the afternoon session opened 
Mr. Clifton took up the relation of 
Georgia shipping centers as at present 
and as under the proposed Georgia rates 
in relation to the present advantages 
of Nashville. 

He stated that Georgia cities would 
be in much better position to compete 
with Nashville to Georgia points under 
the proposed Georgia rates than they 
are at present with Nashville enjoying 
the advantages of the revised interstate 
rates while the Georgia rates remain 
the same without conforming to the 
long and short haul clause. 

He said that 
rates for 196 miles over the N., Cc. & 
St. L. and the Southern would be 7 
cents less than for the same distance 
out of Nashville under the interstate 
rates now prevailing. 

Rates From Georgia Ports. 

Under cross-examination Mr. Wim- 
bish asked Mr. Clifton if the carriers 
desired the rates from Georgia ports 
advanced with the rates of other ports 
if the Georgia rates are reasonable, tuo 
which Mr. Clifton replied that the rai}- 
roads do not regard themselves as ask- 
ing for an advance in rates already rea- 
sonably high. 

“If it were established that the Geor- 
ia rates are reasonably high,” asked 
Mr. Wimbish, “would you still think 
that the Georgia rates ought to be ad- 
vanced?” 

Mr. Clifton stated that if the pro- 
posed rates are too high that the inter- 
state rates ought to be reduced to 
eliminate discriminations, just ‘as, in 
event the Georgia rates are too tow, 
they ought to be ratsed. 

Mr. Wimbish asked if Mr. 
would still regard the Georgia rates 
discriminatory if they were allowed to 
remain the same. 

Mr. Clifton stated that if the com- 
mission. should continue the present 
Georgia rates that the railroads could 
not change their present opinion that 
they are too low and that they would 
not voluntarily undertake to bring in- 
terstate rates to a parity with Georgia 
rates. : 

“In other words,” said Mr. Wimbish, 
“you would be willing to submit to the 
decision of this commission, if the 
commission ruled adversely to the rail- 
road.” 

To this question Mr. Callaway object- 
ed, stating that he did not think it fatr 
to place his witness in this position. 

Mr. Clifton voluntarily stated that

The enactment of the interurban act 
by the general assembly makes posal- 
ble the construction at an early date 
of the Atlanta and Anderson railway, 
extending from Atlantathrough north- 
east Georgia and connecting at Ander- 
son, E. c. with the interur- 
ban line of the  Piedmont-Northern 
Railway company operated by James 
B. Duke from Anderson to Charlotte. 

A charter for the Atlanta and Ander- 
son Railway company will be applied 
for immediately after the return of H.

State to Save Money 
By Award of Printing 
Of Acts of Legislature 


In the awarding of the contract for 
Printing the acts of 1916 the state 
printing commission Monday succeed- 
ed in reducing the cost to the state at 
least 60 per cent under that of last 
year. The contract was awarded to 
the Byrd Printing company on a much 
lower bid than last year, notwithstand- 
ing the marked increase in the cost of 
paper. The bid this year was 15 cents 
per thousands ems for composition, as 
against 40 cents last year, and 7 cents 


per pound for paper, as against 8% 
cents last year. : 

Secretary of State Phil Cook esti- 
mates that the acts will run about four 
million ems and will require in excess 
of 28,000 pounds of paper for the 5,500 
copies printed. The cost of printing 
the acts is usually between seven and 
eight thousand dollars. Last year the 
acts were less bulky than usual and 
the cost was $6,780.56. The cost in 
1913 was $8,622.60.

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THE COURT OF APPEALS. 


The people of Georgia are called upon 
as the result of a recent legislative act to 
decide at the ballot box on September 12 a 
question of no little importance to the whole 
state. For they will then have to elect three 
new judges of the state court of appeals, to 
whom must be submitted for final decision 
many iegal questions of primary importance 
arising in Georgia’s subsidiary courts. 

Tie legislature has enacted this law none 
Year after year the work has 
supreme and appellate 
courts until institutions have been 
overwhelmed with cases reaching at last 
the point where prompt decision is impossi- 
ble; where litigants have been compelled to 
wait because of the pressure of cases ahead 
of theirs, and where there is actual danger 
of many cases being affirmed by operation 
of law instead of careful decision, because 
the judges of these courts actually lack the 
time to give thought and attention to every 
case before thein. 

In applying remedy to the situation by 
creating what is in effect a new appellate 
court of co-ordinate jurisdiction with that 
already in existence, the legislature has 
more proportionately distributed the work 
by revising the laws with regard to appealed 
cases, thus relieving the supreme court from 
much of the burden it has heretofore borne 
and giving the court of appeals with its new 
division an additional amount of labor. It 
has been apparent that this step would 
have to be taken almost ever since the court 
of appeals was created in 1904; and it could 
readily have been done with profit and ad- 
vantage to the state two to four years earlier 
than it was. 

The creation of this new court and its 
manifest importance to the state puts a par- 
ticular duty upon the people of Georgia just 
at this time. It is perhaps unfortunate that 
Georgia courts are subject to politics and 
what may sometimes be called the whim of 
the ballot box; because the people are, as 
a rule, inclined to give too little thought to 
the selection of those who must take a 
most important part in the construction, if 
not in the making, of state laws. 

Although the law providing for three ad. 
ditional judges of the court of appeals was 
enacted just one week ago, a dozen or more 
candidates or prospective candidates for 
these positions have already made their 
appearance. They will be subject to the 
coming state primary. The three men who 
receive the highest vote in that primary 
will be the three new judges of this court. 

Inasmuch as it rests with Georgia voters 
to determine this question, it is their mani- 
fest duty to carefully study the situation, 
learn insofar as they can the qualifications 
of the various candidates, and vote for the 
three best men for these positions. Georgia 
voters owe this much to the state, and we 
believe they will give it.

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ATLANTA, SUMMER RESORT. 


Atlantans who have remained at home 
this summer have done so much to their 
own gratification and delight; for not only 
have they had home comforts around them. 
but they have escaped the rigorous heat 
with which many of the summer resorts and 
nearly all of the larger cities of the east 
and north flave at times been tortured. 

While disease epidemics and heat waves 
have upset the calculations of those who 
usually go east, and the floods came just at 
the time when many were preparing to go 
into the mountains, Atlanta has remained 
uniformly cool and comfortable throughout 
the summer, as healthy and as pleasant a 
résort as one could choose or wish. 

It is true we have had some rather per- 
sistent rains, but at least they kept the at- 
mosphere cool and agreeable, nor, except 
for very brief period, can they be said to 
have brought discomfort. But, rain or no 
rain, no summer resort has boasted a more 
congenial thermometer the last two months 
than has Atlanta. While northern and east 
_ern cities have numbered heat prostrations 
and deaths by the score, and while floods 
have driven summer pleasure seekers out 
of their favorite resorts, Atlanta has sat 
serenely upon her protecting ridge, blessed 


by the cooling breezes and safe from the 
waters no matter how great the torrent that 
fills the valleys. 

Comparatively speaking, more Atlanta 
people have remained at home this summer 
than in any recent year for ten or more, and 
in pleasure and comfort they have enjoyed 
it more than if they had gone away.

We are neither frozen 
out in winter nor melted in summer. 

We can justly add to the list of Atlanta's 
many advantages and qualifications that of 
summer resort. But let us tell our friends 
about it, those to the nortlf and east where 
sweltering has brought distress, from which 
they will be glad to turn for assured relief 
to so congenial an atmosphere as Atlanta 
has to offer. 


THE NEW LEGISLATURE. 


Georgia is about to elect a new legisla- 
ture. Members of the house and senate wil) 
be named in each county and senatorial 
district in the state primary of Septem- 
ber 12. 

The basis of selection will be just the 
same as it has been heretofore—largely a 
matter of personal popularity of the candi- 
date, and without regard to his attitude or 
viewpoint relative to important questions 
before the people ef the state. Candidates 
for the legislature where contests are close 
may set up some sort of a platform; but it 
deals, as a rule, with those things in which 
the local community is interested, and not 
those of great import to the state. 

This has been the great trouble with the 
Georgia legislature for many years. Elected 
upon this basis, its members come to At- 
lanta and vote pretty much as they please 
on subjects affecting the welfare of the 
entire state. Sometimes, but not often, this 
attitude affects the member's chances for 
re-electioh, and at others the people are 
somewhat indifferent to it regardless of the 
decision they themselves would reach if the 
specific question were submitted to them. 

Take thé question of biennial sessions. 
for example. The Constitution believes, as 
The Savannah Morning News says editorial 
ly, that the vast majority sentiment of this 
state is in favor of legislative sessions once 
every two years rather than annually. And 
yet legislature after legislature continues to 
occupy an attitude of indifference on this 
subject. Here is what The Savannah Morn. 
ing News says about if: 


It should be plain to everybody that 
the great state of Georgia is handicapped 
by having its affairs looked after by men 
who are elected usually, or chiefly, be- 
cause of their attitude toward local af- 
fairs. It should be plain that the state 
would profit, and hence the different com- 
munities would profit, if members of the 
legislature were chosen because of their 
attitude toward and ablity to handle in 
the most enlightened manner legislation 
that if it should become law would affect 
approximately the whole state. 

The time is almost at hand when a new 
legislature will be selected by the people. 
Candidates should be asked by the voters 
whether or not they favor biennial ses- 
sions, and if they say they do favor them 
and are elected on that understanding, 
then let the people require them to vote 
to submit the question to _ the people. 
Everybody realizes that if the people get 
a chance to vote on it, biennial sessions 
will Win. 


But the great trouble is Georgia's voters 
never get, or rather never take, an oppor- 
tunity to express themselves upon matters 
of this sort. In the vast majority of counties 
probably the candidates for representative 
are never asked how they stand on this or 
any other similar question affecting the 
whole state. The result is the election goes 
very largely by popular favor and not upon 
the basis of a candidate’s viewpoint toward 
state questions of material import. 

As far as We can see, the situation will 
never be remedied until some plan is adopt- 
ed whereby candidates for house and senate 
shall be required to answer in advance 
questions as to their attitude upon all mat: 
ters of statewide interest and significance. 

There is a way to do it, but it involves 
expense without a personal return: and the 
reason it is not done and may never be done 
is found in the well-known proverb) that 
“Everybody’s business is nobody’s business.” 

Georgia will never have a legislature that 
will serve the best interests of the state 
until, as The Savannah Morning News says, 
its whole time can be given to state mat- 
ters, and, further, as we are inclined to 
think, until each candidate for house or 
senate igs put upon record regarding his at- 
titude upon questions in which the whole 
state is deeply and vitally interested. 

We can scarcely hope to elect a legisla- 
ture in harmony and accord on leading state- 
wide issues without an organization which 
will thoroughly and impartially devote itself 
to this question in the apparent interest of 
the whole people.

The statement reads: 

“After a heavy bombardment three 
hostile bombing atacks were made this 
morning on High wood. All were eas- 
ily repulsed. 

“Northwest of High wood some of 
our covering patrols withdrew before 
strong detachments of the enemy, but 
these detachments were unable to make 
any progress when they came under 
fire from our positions west of the 
wood. 

“During the night we effectively 
shelled portions of the enemy’s posi- 
tion, whilst the enemy bombarded our 
trenches in the vicinity of Pozieres and 
the area east of Contalmaison, using 
Sas shells freely. 

“Northwest of Hulluch (north of Ar- 
ras) and east of Le Plantin the enemy 
attempted to raid our trenches. These 
raids were driven back with loss to 
the enemy, who only succeeded in 
reaching our lines at one point from 
| which he was quickly driven out again. 

“Near Givenchy the enemy exploded 
& mine near one of our forward saps, 
but caused us no casualties and we 
made use of the crater as a defensive 
post. Further north we liberated gas 
Successfully against the enemy’s posi- 
tions at two places.” 

Tonight's war office communication 
says: 

“Near the Mouquet farm (near Thiep- 
val) the enemy attempted to make an 
attack on a small scale which was im- 
mediately repulsed. Otherwise there is 
little to report except artillery activ- 
ity by both sides, at times very vio- 
lent. 

“Our artillery fire was very effective. 
Southward of Thiepval the enemy’s 
trenches were severely damaged and a 
conflagration was caused in one of the 
enemy’s batteries, which burned fierce- 
ly for some time. A hostile balloon 
was forced to descend by our gunfire. 

‘“Southward of Loos as the result of 
a successful mine, we have much im- 
proved our local positions. 

“Our aeroplanes continue to bomb 
enemy billets with sucress, in addition 
to their work with our artillery. Yes- 
terday one of our machines did not re- 
turn. Today hostile aeroplanes showed 
a little more enterprise than usual and 
some ventured over our lines.” 


GERMANS SEEK 
TO REGAIN FLEURY. 


Paris, August 21.—The Germans de- 
livered a violent attack on Fleury near 
Verdun last night, using flaming 
liquid, but without result, says the 
war office statement today. 

The announcement follows: 

‘““North of the Somme, in addition to 
the important captures of maserial 
mentioned yesterday, we took six field 
guns in the wood which our troops 
carried yesterday between Maurepas 
and GQuillemont. 

“During the night there were violent 
artillery actions on the Somme front. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
(Verdun‘front) the Germans yesterday, 
toward the close of the day, delivered 
a powerful attack, accompanied by the 
use of flaming liquids, against Fleury. 
Our curtain of fire and infantry fire 
obliged the enemy to stop short, and 
inflicted serious losses on him.” 

The official statement issued the 
war office tonight reads: ; 

“On the Somme front our batteries 
shelled German works north and south 
of the river. There was no infantry 
activity in the course of the day. An 
intermittent cannonade took place on 
the remainder of the front. 

“Our aviators had numerous encoun- 
ters with the enemy. Two enemy alr- 
men were brought down inside his lines, 
one in the region of Denicourt and the 
other near Berny.” 


KS REPULSED, 
GERMANS REPORT. 


Berlin, August 21.—(Via London.)— 
Attacks on German positions in the 
Somme and Verdun sectors yesterday 
resulted in failure, the war office an- 
nounced today. The statement §fol- 
lows: 

“North of the Somme several desul- 
tory attacks west of Feureaux (High) 
wood, on the Clery-Maricourt road, 
made by strong infantry forces of the 
enemy frem Ovillers and Pozieres, and 
hand grenade attacks near Mattrepas 
were repulsed. 

‘On the right bank of the 
(Verdun front) enemy forces which 
were ready to make an attack north- 
west of Thiaumont work were prevent- 
ed by our artillery fire from carrying 
out their object. At Thiaumort work 
itself and near Fleury strong hand 
grenade parties were shot down by 
our infantry and machine gun fire. 

‘Numerous undertakings attempted 
by reconnoitering detachments of the 
enemy were without result. Attacks 
by German patrols rorth of Vermelies 
and near Festubert and Embermenil 
were successful. In the Argonne lively 
mining operations were carried out on 
both sides. By the explosion of a mine 
we destroyed a considerable portion of 
the enemy’s position on Combres 
Nar 

“Off Ostend (Belgium) a British hy- 
dro-aeroplane was destroyed by our 
fire and a French hydro-aeroplane was 
shot down. 

“In an aerial engagement a British 
biplane was brought down southeast 
of Arras.” 


ITALIANS HOLD 
GROUND GAINED 
FROM AUSTRIANS 


Rume, August 21.—(Via London.) 
The Italians who have advanced in the 
region east of Gorizia and on the Car- 
so plateau are holding fast to the 
ground won, occupying themselves 
with consolidating recently captured 
positions. 

Today’s war office statement reports 
no important infantry activity on any 
portion of the Austro-Italian front. 
Violent artillery duels, however, are in 
progress, notably in the Trentino, 
where the Austrian gunners’ have 
shown especial activity. 

The statement reads: 

“Violent thunderstorms throughout 
the theater of operations did not result 
in the diminution of artillery activity. 
The enemy’s batteries were especially 
active on the Trentino front and in 
the upper But valley. They were an- 
swered by ours, which shelled the 
Drave valley effectively, interfering 
with the movement of trains. 

“Minor enemy attacks are reported 
in the Astico valley and in the Plavia 
area. The enemy was repulsed and 
left about 20 prisoners in our hands. 

“In the Gorizia area and on the Car- 
so our troops are consolidating’ the 
positions they recently occupied. 

“Hostile artillery shelled Gorizia and 
the Isonzo bridges without causing 
damage.”

ossa, says a war office statement is- 
sued tonight. The statement says: 

“Lieutenant General Smuts reports 
the British advancing from the Neure 
mountains, encountered at nightfall of 
the 16th a strong enemy force hold- 
ing the passages of the ami river on 
the road to Nrogoro. 

Fighting continued till the night of 
the 17th, when the enemy retreated. 
The British occupied the crossings at 
dawn and now are constructing bridges. 
Meantime Lieutenant Colonel Vande-

Germany is directing the operations 
against the allies on this front and as 
the official German reports show, has 
forces there. Some Austrian troops 
also probably are employed and pos- 
sibly Turks, but the major portion of 
the army is made up of Bulgarians. Re- 
cent reports have indicated the with- 
drawal of Austrian troops from the 
Balkans for use on the Russian and 
Italian front. 

As the allies are believed to have a 
force of some 700,000 British, French 
and Serbian troops on _ the Saloniki 
front, the sending of reinforcements 
at this time, just after the opening 
of hostilities on a large scale, would 
indicate that the allies have embark- 
ed on a campaign of extensive pro- 
portions. 

Italy, which has a considerable sur- 
plus of troops, has been urged to take 
a more active part in the Balkan op- 
erations, but was believed to have re- 
frained partly on account of the fact 
that she was not at war with Germany, 
There have been several recent indica- 
tions, however, that a declaration of 
hostilities was forthcoming. A com- 
mercial treaty between these nations 
was abrogated, a German court ruled 
that Germany is actually, though not 
formally, at war with Italy, and last 
week it was reported that the defense 
of Trieste would be taken over by Ger- 
mans. Italian participation § in the 
Balkan operations hitherto has been 
limited to oecupation of the Albanian 
port of Avlona, which was effected be- 
fore Italy declared war on Austria. 


GREEKS RETIRE 
3EFORE BULGARS. 


Athens, Greece, August 21.—( Via 
London.)—The Bulgarian forces mov- 
ing towards Kavala have already 
pushed their outposts to a point Sev- 
en miles from that Greek seaport. The 
Greek government has ordered three 
divisions of the army still remaining 
in the vicinity of Drama and Serres to 
retire before the Bulgarian advance, 
which was explained to the Associat- 
ed Press correspondent by a military 
authority of the allies as follows: 

“The Serbians had not finished the 
consolidation of their position in the 
Florina, Caradjova and Corytsa sectors 
and therefore the Bulgarians found it 
easy enough to force a certain retire- 
ment, but it is difficult to see where 
they expected to get by an advance 
at this part of the line. East of Struma 
the Demir-Hissar and Sarichaban sec- 
tors were not held by the_~ entente 
forces and offered no impediment to 
the advance. Where the enemy aAt- 
tacked the regular defenses of Saloni- 
ki, namely, in the Doiran-Gievgeli sec- 
tor, they accomplished nothing. As the 
attack has so far developed it is with- 
out strategic value and can only be as- 
sumed to be for political purposes.” 

Bulgarian air raids on Kilkich and 
Yannimsa killed a number of Greeks. 

The Bulgarian and German minis- 
ters have repeated previous assur- 
ances that the integrity of Greece will 
respected. The French and Brit- 
ish ministers this morning asked 
mier Zaimis what measures ~— 
purposes taking to control the ;

who are fleeing in all directions.

WHEAT CONTINUES 
IN UNABATED RISE 


Corn Advanced Also, But 
Profit-Taking Pulled Val- 
ues Down—Lard Leads in 
Activity in Provision List. 


Chicago, August 21.—Extra clerks 
have been employed by board of trade 
firms to take care of the immense vol- 
ume of trade which began with the 
government crop report, and which has 
been stimulated since by priyate re- 
ports of widespread damage to crops, 
particularly wheat. Today’s session of 
the board was a repetition of recent 
days. The market for wheat absorbed 
staggering loads of the cereal from 
longs, but kept its head above Satur- 
day’s close, and at the end added 2% 
to 2%c to the price. Corn was rather 
nervous and jrregular and closed \%c 
higher to %c lower. Oats advance \%@ 
12@%. Provisions closed 10c lower to 
30c igher. 

The wheat market started wild and 
excited with prices as much as 3%c 
over Saturday. Bids were 2c apart in 
different parts of the pit. A deluge 
of long wheat came out, and although 
every recession brought new buying or- 
ders into the arena prices worked lower 
for some time. Fluctuations were er- 
ratic, %c at times between quotations. 
Half an hour before the close, however, 
a violent upturn began and most of 
the loss was regained. The entry of 
the general public into the trade was 
noted. The news was bullish except the 
visible Statement. Liverpool and Buenos 
Aires were higher and crop reports 
from Canada and the Northwest were 
as gloomy, if not more so, than ever. 
A world’s crop 25 per cent below nor- 
mal was estimated by the International 
Institute Of Agriculture, Rome, Italy, 
and this had a bullish effect. Seaboard 
exports, 1,237,000, were larger than a 
year ago.

New York, August 21.—There was 
an active and excited buying move- 
ment in the cotton market here today 
and new high records were establish- 
ed for the season with October con- 
tracts selling at 14.74, or 46 points 
above Saturday’s closing figures. Last 
prices were within a point or two of 
the best, and the closing tone was 
very steady with the general list show- 
ing net advances of 34 to 45 — 

market opened firm at an ad- 
Base of 11 to 13 points in response 
to strong Liverpool cables, and an un- 
favorable view of the early weather 
map. The _ initial buying movement 
earried prices about 19 to 29 points 
net higher with October showing rel- 
ative ‘strength on covering by foreign 
and local shorts, who were evidently 
influenced by a4 comparatively small 
supply of cotton in the local ware- 
houses. The western belt forecast for 
unsettled weather in Arkansas and OkK- 
lahoma, and partly cloudy weather in 
Texas with possible showers in west- 
ern sections held out some hope of 
relief from drought and there were 
reactions of 6 or 7 points from the 
best under realizing. 

The market very 
again, however, on continued near 
month covering and the demand be- 
came even more active and excited 
following the publication of the de- 
tailed weather reports, Showers were 
reported at only @ few points in the 
southwest, while continued high tem- 

eratures served to increase appre- 

ensions of deterioration, and the buy- 
i movement seemed to be further 
accelerated by rumors that one of the 
prominent crop authorities reported a 
falling off in condition of 3.8 per cent 
for the first half of August. Stop or- 
ders were uncovered as prices work- 
ed into new higher ground, and the best 
point of the day was reached in the 
late trading, when December sold at 
14.78. January at 14.83 and May 15.10, 
or about 34 to 37 points net higher. 

The advance met considerable real- 
izing, but there was active rebuying 
by sold-out longs as wellas urgent cov- 
ering and the late advance was en- 
couraged by reports of firmness in the 
southern spot markets. Private ca- 
bles attributed the strength abroad to 
small offerings and continental and In- 
dian buying, and houses with Liver- 
pool connections were active early buy- 
ers of October in the local market.

New Orleans Rises 31 to 32 Points. 

New Orleans, August 21.—New high 
levels for the present bull movement 
were reached in the cotton market here 
today on both spots and futures as the 
somult of heavy buying, in a quiet way, 
based on unsatisfactory crop returns 
from the western belt and reports of 
an insistent spot demand in the inte- 
rior. Opening at the advance, the mar- 
ket stood 13 to 19 points up in the 
early trading, was 23 to 28 points up-at 
noon and late in the session stood 32 
to 33 points over Saturday's last prices. 
The close was firm at a net gain of 31 
to 32 points. 

There was little of 
about the trading. The ring simply 
had to face a steady demand, partly 
from professional and partly from out- 
side sources. Offerings were more or 
less limited to all times, short sellers 
having been made apprehensive by re- 
cent developments. 

The outstanding feature was report 
of the increasing severity of the drouth 
in Oklahoma. exas also sent in re- 

orts of damage by hot winds and 

routh. The trade plainly was disap- 

pointed over the failure of the hurri- 
cane to supply the extreme western 
belt with the moisture it needed. 

Accounts of an incrased inquiry for 
spots in the belt attracted greater at- 
tention because of the rise of 25 points 
in spot prices here. Bulls made much 
of the fact that local etocks have been 
reduced to 76,659 bales, against 108,318 
a year ago, and also of the foreign 
exports of the day ot 43,749 bales from 
all ports, as compared to total port 
receipts of 5,966 bales. At the highest 
October sold at 14.40 as against the 
high level of 14.38 made two yweeks 
ago.

Macon, Ga., August 21.—(Special.)—

THRUSTING AT W 


Because of Recognition of Car- 
ranza—Partiality to Al- 
lies Also Charged. 


— 


New York, August °1.—Establishment 
of a minimum wage for all workers was 
discussed here tonight at a social serv- 
ice meeting of the American Federa- 
tion of Catholic. societies. Professor 
James Haggerty, of Ohio State univer- 
sity, presided, and the speakers were 
Bishop P. J. Muldoon, of Rockford, IIL; 
Rev. Edwin vV. O’Hara, chairman of 
the Oregon state commission on the 
minimum wage, and the Rev. John A. 
Ryan, of the Catholic university, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

Bishop Muldoon ‘sserted that the 
problem of social service was consid- 
ered so important that the federation 
had decided to hold a separate meeting 
in further conventions, Professor Hag- 
gerty asserted that investigations show 
that a family of five requires from $700 
to $1,000 yearly to live. 

“Three-fourths of the unskilled work 
ers of the country earn less than $700,” 
he said. “It has been determined that 
a woman cannot live on less than $8 
a week, but three-fourths of the wom- 
en wage-earners get less.” 

The opening session of the federa- 
tion today was devoted in part to hear- 
ing the reporfs of the national presi- 
dent, John Whalen, and of the national 
secretary, Anthony Matre.

The bulk of the increase in output 
in 1915 came from the United States 
and Mexico, though Russia, Argentine 
and recorded significant gains.
